SET A POLITICAL TRAP 


Gaidsis, Arrested Here. Knows 
Secrets of Army Mutiny. “ 


DENIES THAT HE EMBEZZLED 


Released by Ellis Island Officials, He 
Was Arrested on Cabled Request 
—Hearing To-day. 


Felix Gaidsis, a soldier of the Czar up 
to three months ago, according to papers 
in his possession, is a prisoner in the 
Tombs awaiting a hearing before United 
States Commissioner Shields this morn- 
ing charged with being a fugitive from 
justice. The Russian Government accuses 
him of embezzlement. 
steamer Moltke, Jan. 23, and was held at 
the request of the St. Petersburg police 
authorities. 

The man’s own story is that the Rus- 
sian Government wishes to get hold of 
him to force from him secrets which he 
knows about the mutiny among the 
troops. He declares that he is a political 
refugee and not an embezzler. 

Shortly before his arrival here the im- 
migration authorities receiyed a cable- 
gram from M. Phillipoff, Chief of the 
third division of the Russian police, ask- 
ing for Gaidsis’s detention as an embez- 
zler. After several sessions of the Board 
of Special Inquiry and communication 
between the St. Petersburg authorities 
and the Russian Consulate here Felix was 
discharged yesterday morning, it being 
held that the evidence presented against 
him was insufficient. As a matter of 
courtesy the Russian Consulate was no- 
tified that he would be released. He was 
not long at liberty. 

On receipt of a cablegram from the Rus- 


sian authorities, stating that there was |

specific evidence, United States 
Henkel arrested Felix, and he was taken! 
before United States Commissioner 
Shields. In the meantime the Associated |

interest in the matter, and Benjamin 
Silinski of the Church of St. Vincent de 
Paul, in East Seventh Street, engaged 
Elias Rosenthal, a lawyer of 404 Grand 
Street, to appear for the prisoner. | 

In the request to the United States Mar-| 
shal to arrest Felix Gaidsis, the ~ St. ! 
Petersburg police directly accused him of | 
stealing 4,200 rubles from M. Wishneck- | 
hoff, a Russian merchant. This charge 
had not been brought before the immigya- 
tion officials. The story of the man want-| 
ed by Russia, as told to the court and 
afterward repeated to, reporters by Mr. 
Rosenthal, is: 

“My client was a private soldier in a 
St. Petersburg regiment and was detailed | 
as an orderly to Gen. Evegeni Lamanski, 
who lived in Moiko Street. There 
Revolutionists gathered, the General being 
ia sympathy with them. There were of- 
ficers of the guard, members of the nobil- | 
ity, professors, and students who gathered | 
there secretly to plan the revolt. Gen. 
Lamanski was not suspected for a long 
time. His orderly became thoroughly im- 
bued with the spirit of the plotters. 

“It became known to Lamanski three 
months ago that he was suspected. He 
fled to Switzerland, where he is now. 
Before going he did not forget his faithful 
orderly, and advised him to go to the 
United States. He gave him 600 rubles. 

“ Galdsis after many adventures crossed 
the border, reached Hamburg, and then 
came here, where the long arm of the 
Russian Secret Service seeks to grasp 
him and force him to return to tell who 
were the people who called on his chief. 

“The charge is a dummy one to get 
back this man into the hands of Russian 
Courts, prisons, and their 
extorting confessions. I am afraid that | 
there have been others sent back in this 
way, and mean to look out for such cases. 
In the meantime I shall apply to Secre- 
tary Root, demanding that the man be 
aamitted to bail. Of course, prisoners i 
extradition cases cannot ordinarily be ad- 
mitied to bail. There is a precedent, 
however, under Secretary Hay.”

Any Act with a View to Relieve, 
Heal, or Cure. 


OPINION IS JUDGE GREEN’S 
And Is Opposed to Justice Deuel’s 
View—He Fixed Narrow Limits 
in Recent Ruling. 


The County Medical Society has scored |

a point of the first importance, 
| opinion of its counsel, Sturcke & Andrews, 
in obtaining from a court of record in 
this State a definition of what constitutes 
the practice of medicine. The de finition 
was framed by Judge Joseph I. Green of 
ithe City Court, who said that he had} 
searched the authorities of the State in 
vain to find one. 

The definition formed part of Judge 
Green’s charge to a jury in a case in 


which a woman, who had been disc harged 


in Special Sessions, despite the County 
| Medical Soclety’s prosecution, for illegal] 
| pre ctice of medicine, sought to recover 
| $2,000 for malicious prosecution. She lost| 
her case in the City Court on Jan. 8, and 
hes until Thursday to file notice of ap- 


peal. 
In defining the practice of medicine, 


Judge Green said: 

‘The court has examined the defini- | 
tions which appear in the various dic- 
tionaries, both as to what is meant by 
the word ‘medicine’ and what is meant 
by the term ‘ practicing,’ and having in

‘“*T deeply appreciate the honor con-! 
ferred upon me, and thank you for your 
confidence," said Mr. Winthrop, after he 
had been escorted to the chair by Com- 
missioners Adams and Wingate. “My 
best effort shall be given to the work 
of the schools and to the city. My judg- 
ments in all matters shall be impartial. 
I ask you all for your assistance and co- 
operation, for you all know without that 
no administration will be possible.’’ 

Mr. Winthrop’s election is no surprise. 
From the moment his candidacy was an- 
nounced last month he was regarded as 
the successful candidate. At that time, 
with extreme reluctance and at the re- 
quest of his friends, Mr. Tifft, the retir- 
ing President, consented to be a candl- 
for re-election. It soon became ap- 
parent that Mr. Tifft would not be re- 
elected, and Commissioner Partridge, for 
Mr. Tifft, sent a letter to the Commis- 
sioners announcing Mr. Tifft's withdraw- 
al and requesting that the election of Mr.
